The last close 
opposition of Mars occurred In Septem- 
ber, 1909, when Mars Mine within 36,- 
180,000 miles of the earth. On August 
22 of this year, a few linurs before It 
comes Into opposition with the ma, 
Mars will he at a distance of 34,630,- 
000 miles from the earth, which Is 
very nearly, if not quite, as close as 
It ran ever come to the earth, and 
about one and a half million miles 
nearer thnn It was fifteen years ago.
